THE steamer James D. Parker, from 
Cincinnati for Memphis, sunk in the chan- 
nel under the railroad bridge at Louisville, 
Ky., on the 5th. The boat was being piloted 
over the falls by Capt. Pink Varble, and he 
accounts for the accident by the vessel re- 
fusing to answer her helm. She was draw- 
ing only 6 1-2 feet of 8 feet of water in the 
chute. The boat lies at the lowerend of the 
rubble rock, with bow up stream, and is'a 
total loss. The Life Saving crew arrived n 
ten minutes, and prevented loss of life. 
Amid the excitement the boat took fire, but 
the effort of those on board was suflicient to 
extinguish the flames before they had gained 
much headway. 

THE knife was used with fatal effeet 
in Hamden, Ohio, the other day. David 
Sands and Charles Murray knocked each 
other down on the threshold of a saloon, and 
the former stabbed the latter in two places. 
Murray was 82 years of age, and leaves a 
wife and four small children.

Bills were introduced to abolish 
discriminating duties and enlarge the free 
list; to restore to the pension list the names 
of persons dropped by reasonof aiding there- 
bellion. The bill torepeal the law imposing 
a fine on farmers for selling leaf tobacco to 
consumers was taken up under a motion to 
suspend the rules and pass it. Opposition 
was made on the ground that the bill, though 
just to the farmers, would injure the manufac- 
turers who have stock on hand, and the mo- 
tion was lost.

The 
building contained about a ton and a half of 
powder, and nothing remains to show where 
it stood. 

‘Tue furniture factory of Cooley & 
Morrison, Connersville, Ind., burned on the 
7th. Loss, $100,000. 

Somx time ago the entire family of 
Geo. Cass, consisting of father, mother and 
eight children, residing near Tampico, How- 
ard County, Ind., were suddenly taken 
sick, and the symptoms indicated arsenical 
poison. The other day the smallest child 
died, and the Coroner was summoned to

only slight chances for any of the family to 
recover. A chemical analysis of the well of 
water on the Cass place and the dead child’s 
stomach will be made. 

Mike Dwyer, of Montreal, Can., in 
jail at Marquette, Mich., committed suicide 
by hanging, March 6th. 

JoserH B. WARNER, aged 14, & 
nephew of Captain Williams, of the New 
York City Police, applied for admission to 
St. Luke’s Hospital, the other day, saying 
he bad shot himself. He was received, and 
it was found that a bullet had lodged just 
below the heart, making a fatal wound. The 
boy refused to give any information about 
hiraself or to tell why he took his life. In 
his possession were found three cards of 
merit, signed by the superintendent and 
secretary of the Sunday-school of the First 
Baptist Church at Greenpoint, L. L., and a 
handkerchief on which was written with 
lead pencii a farewell message to his mother.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 





A Governor, an ex-Governer, two 


Generals, an editor, a clergyman, a banker, 
anda merchant were the pall-bearers at the 
funeral of Margaret Hauzhery, in New Or- 
leans. MNhmerous societies were ° officially 
represented in the procession, whith was 
honored itt various ways on its route from 
the church to the grave, even the brokers 
quitting the stock exchange to stand uncov- 
ered on the sidewalk zs it passed by. Mrs. 
Haughery was of humble origin, uneducat- 
ed, and Bad boasted of never wearing a silk 
dress or‘a kid glove; but she was famous 
and beloved as a friend of the poor children 
of Louisimua. Many years ago she nursed a 
dying man. He had a little property, which 
he left to her for charity. She bought with 
the money a cheap eating-house and bakerv 
on the river front, and sold wholesome food 
to steamboat laborers at a little more than 
cost. ‘‘She gave them a roll anda cup of 
coffee for 5 cents, to keep them from spend- 
ing a quarter for whisky,’’ says the account, 
‘and they took the roll and coffee, and then 
spent 20 cents for whisky all the same.’’ 
The business prospered, and she might have 
accumulated wealth; but she established 
and partly maintained three orphan asylums 
with the profits, and died rich only in repu- 
tation. 

There are six *treaches”’ in the Mis- 
sissippi between Cairo and New Orleans 
where navigation is difficult, and the River 
Commission has begun work on two of 
them; Plum Point reach, which begins 145 
below Cairo, and is.thirty-eight miles long 
with seven shallows, and Lake Providence 
reach, 414 miles further south, and twenty- 
five miles long with six shallows. The wa- 
ter is shallow because the stream is wide, 
of course, and the plan of the Commission 
is simply to deepen it by narrowing the 
channel. Todothis structures are placed 
at the sides to partly stop the current so that 
sediment will be deposited and finally new 
banks formed. Their work is still largely 
experimental. 

In Palatka, Fla., within the last three 
months vacant lots have advanced 83 per 
cent. and improved property at least 50 per 
cent. on the last year’s rates. 

The cotton factories at Columbus, 
Ga., have a capital of $1,968,000, give em- 
ployment to 2,589 hands, and consume 17,- 
889 bales of cotton annually. 

Some since the Chattanooga (Tenn.) 
City Council passed an ordinance appointing 
two men in each ward to kill out the English 
sparrows. It has developed that the ordi- 
nance is illegal. 

In Birmingham, <Ala.,one night re- 
cently, the police captured and placed in 
the calaboose a married woman in male at- 
tire. She was out in disguise, so she said in 
the Mayor’s Court the following morning, to 
seeifshe could discover her husband and 
learn where he spent his time. 

An effort to purchase the United 
States Arsenal in Augusta, Ga., asa site for 
a hotel has failed, as the Federal authorities 
were unwilling to sell, the arsenal being the 
only one left in the entire South east of the 
Mississippi. 

Bishop Lynch, of South Carolina, is 
dead. 

The Exposition cotton factory at At- 
lanta, Ga., will start with 10,000 spindles, 
to be increased to 20,000, and with looms 
sufficient to weave the yarn for all spindles 
employed. 

The Alice iron furnaces, at Birming® 
ham, Ala., cleared $12,000 in January. 

By a new fast mail service all points 
in Florida will be reached twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours sooner. 

It is reliably stated that the Porter 
Rifles, of Nashville, Tenn., will during the 
spring or summer issue a challenge to drill 
against any military company in the United 
States for any amount. They anticipate 
some tough work, both at Nashville and at 
Louisville, if a prize drill is inaugurated at 
the latter place this spring, after which they 
propose to go on to New York and challenge 
the Seventh Regiment, or any other com- 
pany in the State. 

The Hessian fly is playing havoc with 
many Georgia oat fields. 

Gainesville, Fla., has more visitors 
this season than usual. 

Dalton, Ga., will soon bethe location 
for an immense car factory. Northern capi- 
tal is at the back of this new enterprise. 

The widow of President Polk, says 
the American, of Nashville, has not the 
meuns to keep up the home left to her by 
her husband in trust for the State of Ten- 
nessee. 

Florida shell mounds are mines of 
wealth. They contain the richest kind of 
calcareous marl. 

After three attempts, Mechanicsville 
has voted to be annexed to Knoxville,Tenn., 
which will swell that city’s population 3,000 
and give it 12,940 inhabitants.

Quackery in the Profession. 


There can not possibly be a ‘system’ 
or ‘cure’? in medicine. There are no 
rule-of-thumb methods and no myséer- 
tes in true science. If we do not know 
what a remedy is, and how it acts, we 
have no right, as honest men, to employ 
it. Thetime'has passed for the work- 
ing of cures by charms and the recourse 
to nostrums. We pander to the credul- 
ity of the unskilled community when we 
show ourselves credulous. We patron- 
ize and encourage quackery when we 
extend professional recognition to a 
quack. Every man is a quack—wheth- 
er qualified or unqualified—who em- 
ploys a remé@y without knowing why, 
or who adopts a ‘system’? in medicine. 
The profession must speak out clearly 
and strongly on this point and without 
delay. From the highest places in soci- 
ety to the Jowest ranks of the people, 
there is just now a grievous readiness to 
‘tbelieve in’? quacks and quackery. We 
have ourselves to thank for this most 
adverse ‘‘feeling’’ and ‘‘influence.’’ It 
is the stirring of the viper we have 
brought in from the cold, where physi- 
cians and surgeons of more robust in- 
telligence than those of to-day left it— 
the viper we have warmed and fed and 
brought back to life; and now it is pre- 
paring to rise and sting the hand that 
caressed it. The way to encounter the 
charlatanry which is making head 
against science is to be at once 
more candid and more _ conspicu- 
ously honest in our dealings with the 
public. We must lay aside the last 
vestige of the robe of mystery,and show 
by our words and works, our conduct 
and policy, that medicine is not a sci- 
ence that admits of inspiration, and that 
the practice of healing is not an art 
which can be acquired by the unlearned. 
There is no system or cure, or charm 
or nostrum, known to the profession ; 
our calling consists solely in the rational 
study and treatment of disease on com- 
mon-sense principles. For those who 
pretend to a sort of inspiration we have 
no professional friendship; and toward 
the promoters of systems and ’pathies 
we can have no leaning, or any feeling 
other than that of suspicion, if not pity 
and contempt. They can have no place 
in our professional intercourse, and we 
can have nothing to say to them or 
their work. ‘This is the only sentiment 
worthy of the medical profession in its 
dealings with medical quacks, and the 
time has come when the revival of its 
old spirit is most earnestly to be desired.

Mme. Niisson’s Misfortune. 


The thunderbolt which fell upon 
Mme. Nilsson on Wednesday last may 
easily be imagined. Her husband said 
to her, ** Wa petite Christine, you must 
now sell ail your property in America 
and in England. I have a plan which 
will render us immensely rich ;’? and she 
replied, ‘*7'u es fou, quelle idee!” 
Whereupon he jumped up, seized both 
her wrists, and said, ‘*Mad! But look. 
into your looking-glass, Christine; you 
are mad; your eyes are starting out of 
your head. You must absolutely try to 
get calm; I'll send for the doctor.” Of 
course, she could then not doubt what 
had happened, all the more that it was 
not the first time he had had a similar 
attack. When they were in America, 
suddenly an idee fire occupied his mind

then she kept him at home, away from 
every possible excitement, and by great 
care cured him.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


—Liverpool is to be supplied with 
water from the mountains of Wales, a 
distance of sixty-seven miles. 

—There are 2,300 men employed in 
the Burden Iron-works, in Troy, N. Y., 
and all are kept extremely busy. Im- 
portant improvements are making to the 
works at a cost of $40,000, and when 
completed 150 men will be added to the 
working force, 

—Mezzofanti, the wonderful Italian 
linguist, who knew sixty-four and talked 
forty-eight: languages, turned his atten- 
tion to language because, when a young 
priest, he found 4a foreign sailor dying 
who wanted to confess, but could find 
no priest who could understand him. 

—M. Eckstein, of Austria after com- 
parative tests with various disinfectin 
agents, unhesitatingly recommends 
chloride of lime as decidedly the best 
for water-closets, cess-pools, étc. He 
attributes its efficacy to its rapid action 
in decomposing hydrogen compounds. 

—M. Millet, a brother of the late dis- 
tinguished artist, is the originator of an 
idea for using thin panels of natural 
woods for the covers of books—veneers, 
such as have long been used for furni- 
sure and wall decoration. These veneers 
are cut so thin that over one hundred 
are needed to make a pile an inch high. 


—The great milk traflic of New York 
from Orange and other counties had a 
small beginning in 1843. In 1849 or 1850 
the first regular milk train was started. 
It created’much religious excitement at 
the time in consequence of the train ran- 
ning on Sunday morning. The milk 
trains are now by far the most profita- 
ble on the roads. 

—The practice is common among the 
engravers and watchmakers of Germany 
of hardening their tools in sealing-wax. 
The tool is heated to whiteness and 
plunged into the wax, withdrawn after 
an instant, and plunged again, the proc- 
ess being repeated until the steel is too 
cold to enter the wax. The advantages 
claimed for this method are that the 
steel becomes almost as hard as the dia- 
mond, and when touched with a little 
oil or turpentine, the tools are superior 
for engraving, and also for piercing the 
hardest metals. 

—The calenlations made by Prof. 
Langley, concerning the heat of the sun, 
show some remarkable results. Thus, 
a sunbeam one centimetre .in section is 
found, in the clear sky of the Alleghany 
Mountains, to bring to the earth in one 
minute enough heat to warm one grain 
of water by one degree C. It would, 
therefore, if concentrated upon a film 
of water 1-500th of a millimetre thick, 
one mellimetre wide, and ten millime- 
tres long, raise it eighty-three and one- 
third degrees in one second, provided 
all the heat could be maintained. ‘And, 
since the specifle heat is only 0.0032, a 
ship of that metal of the same dimen- 
sions would, on a similar supposition, be 
warmed in one second to 2.603 degrees 
C.—a temperature, in fact, sufficient to 
melt it.

EpiTor GazettE, Si: 

I was fool enough a few evenings 
ago to attend an entertainment at the 
Opera House in company with a lady, 
Knowing, 28 I did, the poor accommo- 
dation for colored persons at this hall, 
I repeat that it was silly in me to go 
there. The most refised and intelli- 
gent lady or gentleman, if he or she 
happens to have a dark skin, is re- 
quired to go in the gallery in com- 
pany with roughs, rowdies, and the 
raost degraded olass of white women, 
who are forbidden to sit among ladies 
anc gentlemen of their own race. 

The poor colored man and woman 
who worke night and day to make an 
henest living and to educate their 
children, are forced, with their daugh- 
ters, into the company of this class of 
white and colored aosiety. 

If the owners and managers of our 
public balls continone this injustice on 
account of color, no Negro sheuld en- 
courage such an outrage of right and 
justice by patronizing the theatres 
where it is done. 

Most of the white churches Sere are 
frequently visited by colored people 
who sit on the same floor with their 
white brethren and sister I-know 
that we have been inyited to visit 
some of these churches and yet the 
privilege {has mever been abused in 
apy way. I fail to see why the same 
principle of humanity and right should 
not be carried out at the theatre as in

KE. M. rHUSTON 
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A Deadly Comet. 


The idea that the comet of 1880 may 
be identical, not only with that of 1843, 
but with that of 1668, the period having 
heen reduced from 175 years to 37, was 
suggested at the Astronomical Society in 
April, 1880, by Mr. Martin, a mathema- 
vician of great skill, and well known for 
the zeal with which he attacks problems 
relating to the movements of the satel- 
ites of Saturn and Mars. He says: 
“Supposing the comet of 1848 is the 
same as that of 1668, it would not be 
very wonderful that it should reappear 
3fter 37 years, instead of 175 years. ‘The 
velocity of a body moving in the solar 
system depends simply on its distance 
from the sun, and on the period of revo- 
iution. Lf the velocity is reduced by a 
resisting medium, there will be a reduc- 
tion of the period, and there is nothing 
whatever unreasonable in the supposi- 
tion that, however weak the corona may 
be, its resistence would have a very 
great effect upon the motion of the 
comet which rushes through it; so that 
I should not be at all surprised if it 
should turn out that the comet of 1880 
is the same as the comet of 1843 and 
that of 1668, and that its revolution has 
been so much affected that possibly it 
may return in, say, seventeen years.” 
Now, if this theory of the comet of 1880 
be the true one, we are somewhat more 
nearly interested in the matter than we 
are in most theories respecting comets. 
If, already, the comet experiences such 
resistance in passing through the corona 
when at its nearest to the sun that its 
period undergoes a marked diminution, 
the effect must of necessity be increased 
at each return, and after only a few, 
possibly one or two, circuits, the comet 
will be absorbed by the sun. 

It will be remembered that Sir Isaac 
Newton recognized the possibility that 
it might happen to a comet, having such 
un orbit as that of the comet of 1680 
(generally known as Newton’s comet), 
und that he had considered the conse- 
quences might be full of danger to this 
earth. Yet he only dwelt on the danger 
‘arising, as he judged, from the addition 
of so much fuel to the solar fires. We 
know now that the real danger lies, not 
from the absorption of so much matter 
is may exist in a comet’s head and nu- 
cleus, but from the conversion of the 
ninnentum of the swiftly-rushing mass 
of the comet into heat, the thermal 
equivalent of its mechanical energy. 

| have for my own part been long of 
opinion that the periodical increase of 
such stars as Mira (the Wonderful star) 
in the whale, and Eta, of the ship Argo, 
is due to the motion of some large com- 
et, followed by a meteoric train about 
these stars. I have indicated fully in 
my ‘Pleasant Ways in Science’? the 
reasons Which induce me to believe that 
the outburst of the so-called **new star” 
in the Northern Crown in 1866 is to be 
similarly explained. Without saying 
that L consider there is absolute danger 
of a similar outburst in the case of our 
own sun when the comet of 1845 shall 
be absorbed by him (a result which will, 
in my opinion, most certainly take 
place), L will go so far as to express my 
belief that if ever the day is to come 
when ‘*the heavens shall dissolve in fer- 
vent heat,’’? the cause of the catastro- 
phe will be the downfall of some great 
comet on the sun. 

| believe the passage even of the 
head of a comet over the earth would 
do little harm, for the simple reason 
that the velocity with which the mete- 
orice masses forming the head would 
travel at the earth’s distance from the 
sun would be too small to lead to any 
very mischievous result. If the shower 
of meteoric masses were very dense, 
the meteors themselves being of the 
larger sort, and so able to break their 
way through the earth’s atmosphere, 
the shower might kill a few of the earth’s 





inhabitants, or even many hundreds. 
But there would be no ee Mears de- 
struction of life. 

It would be altogether otherwise, I | 
believe, if « comet of the larger sort fell | 
into or were absorbed by the sun. The 
danger would be in the sun’s own 
weight, not in the comet or its attendant 
train. The bodies forming the head, 
nucleus and train of the comet would 
fall in immense numbers, with enormous 
velocity, and each with mighty momen- 
tum on the sun's fiery surface. Possibly 
(in my opinion probably) their most 
destructive work would be accomplished 
below that surface, under the still more 
stupendous attractive energy of that 
smaller, because more condensed, orb, 
within which I take to be the true ruling 
center of the solar system. 

[t might well be that the effects thus 
produced would be but transient. Ina 
few weeks, possiby in a few days, or 
even hours, the sun, excited for a while 
to intense heat and splendor, would re- 
sume his usual temperature, his usual 
luster. Such, indeed, was the nature 
of the change which affected the so- 
called ‘*new star’? in the Northern 
Crown. For a day or two it shone out 
with several hundred times its usual 
luster, and doubtless it poured forth 
(luring those few days several hundred 
times its usual heat. Then gradually 
its fires cooled, its luster diminished, 
and after a few weeks had passed it 
shone, as it had shone before for hun- 
dreds of years, with the luster of a ninth 
magnitude star only. Butit is certain 
that, if there are planets circling around 
that remote sun, and if the ordinary 
light and heat of that orb sufficed for 
the requirements of the inhabitants of 
those orbs, the abnormal light and heat 
during the outburst in 1866 must have 
destroyed all living creatures from the 
face of each one of those worlds. 

It is equally certain that if at any time 
a great comet, falling directly upon the 
sun, should, by the swift rush of its me- 
teoric components, excite the frame of 
the sun to a luster far exceeding that 
with which he at present shines, the 
sudden access of luster and heat would 
prove destructive to every living crea- 
ture, or at any rate to all the higher 
forms of life upon this earth. And 
though in a few days the sun might re- 
sume his ordinary luster and no ‘longer 
glow with abnormal heat, he would 
pour his rays upon a family of worlds in 
which not one of the higher forms either 
of vegetable or animal life would remain 
in existence.—Richerd A. Proctor’s Fa- 
miliar Science Studies.

HOME AND FARM. 


—In Hunterdon and Somerset Coun- 
ties, N. J., some of the farmers use 
goats, it issaid, to protect their sheep 
from dogs. It is claimed that as soon 
as a dog enters the field the goats attack 
and put him to flight. L 

—It is generally supposed that athick 
covering of snow affords the best pro- 
tection from the severe frost of winter 
to the soil beneath. Experiments by 
Deheram and Kayser prove that grass 
turf is much more effectual. 

—Steel tools should never be heated, 
either for forging or tempering, in a 
fresh fire unless {t be charcoal. If coke 
is not at hand the fire should be allowed 
to burn until all the gas is burned out 
of the coal before the steel is intro- 
duced. 

—For burns, swect oil and cotton are 
the standard remedies. If they are not 
at hand sprinkle the burned part with 
flour, and wrap loosely with a soft cloth. 
Don’t remove the dressing until the in- 
flammation subsides, as it will break the 
new skin that is forming. 

—Breakfast Ginger Biscuit: Ingredi- 
ents, molasses, one cup; sour cream, 
one cup; ginger, one teaspoonful; sal- 
eratus, one teaspoonful; flour, one tea- 
spoonful. trem} with flour hard enough 
for biscuit, roll out about half an inch 
thick and bake. To be eaten warm. 

—Distenrper in a colt takes about 
three weeks to run its course. All the 
medicine required is a light dose of Ep- 
som salts—say four to six ounces—and 
good nursing. Give warm bran mashes, 
linseed or oatmeal gruel; keep the ani- 
mal warm, and rub the legs with cloth 
dipped in-hot water; a tablespoonful of 
mustard in the water would be_ benefi- 
cial if the legs seem to be weak and 
numb.—N. Y. Times. 

—A Fargo, Dakota, paper says: To 
the thousands of farmers who, from 
year to year, have fattened stock on 
timothy or Hurd grass, it will perhaps 
be interesting to know the origin of its 
name. A century or more ago a wealthy 
gentleman living near Albany, N. Y., 
had imported the first seed of that grass 
ever brought to this country. The gen- 
tleman’s name was ‘Timothy Hurd, and 
his neighbors, after testing the merits of 
the grass, gave it the name of him to 
whom they were indebted for its intro- 
duction into the country.

Rules Governing the Transfer of Stocks. 


A case was recently decided by the 
Supreme Court of this State, which an- 
nounced a rule governing the negotia- 
bility and transfer of certificates of stock 
in corporotions, which is of the utmost 
importance to the basiness community. 
The rule established is so technical and 
exacting in its requirements that those 
dealing in this kind of personalty will do 
well to obtain a correct understanding 
of the full scope of the decision. The 
case referred to is that of the Farmer’s 
National Gold Bank vs. William C. Wil- 
son. On January 2, 1879, one Shartzer 
was the owner and holder of eicht shares 
of the capital stock of the Home Mutual 
Insurance Company, which he trans- 
ferred on that day to the bank as collat- 
eral security fora loan. The stock was 
allowed to stand on the books of the 
corporation in the name of Shartzer. 
Wilson, knowing nothing about the 
transfer of the certificates to the bank, 
attached the stock in a suit brought 
against Shartzer. Wilson followed up 
the attachment with a judgment, and on 
execution was proceeding to sell the 
stock through the Sheriff, when the 
bank obtained an injunction stopping 
the sale until its right to the stock could 
be determined. In passing upon the 
merits of the case the Supreme Court 
holds that certificates of stock may be 
transferred by indorsement either to 
purchasers or pledgees, and the transfer 
will be good against an attachment 
against the party in whose name the 
stock stands recorded on the books of 
the corporation. In other words, rf 


| one can tell by looking at the books of a 


corporation who are its stockholders, 
and must fiud the certificates if they 
want to make sure of an attachment. 
An unrecorded transfer of certificates of 
stock, therefore, is good against an at- 
tachment levied on the stock standing in 
the name of the transferer on the books 
of the corporation. The Supreme Court, 
however, holds that if the person to 
whom the certificates have been trans- 
ferred allows the attaching creditor of 
the person transferring the stock, and 
in whose name the stock stands on the 
books of the corporation, to sell the 
stock at Sheriff’s sale to « person who 
knows nothing about the transfer of the 
certificates of stock, the purchaser will 
then get a better title to the stock than 
the holder of the unrecorded certificates. 
This decision makes certificates of stock 
transferred from hand to hand by in- 
dorsement, without any change of own- 
ership being made on the books of the 
corporation, good as against all attach- 
ments against the recorded owner, but 
not good against one who purchases 
stock at the sale of the stock by the 
Sheriff, without having been notified of 
the transfer of the certificates.—Sun 
Francisco Chronicle.

Pumpkins and Squashes. 


These are neglected crops in most 
parts of the West where corn can be 
grown to good advantage. In the East 
they receive much attention and are 
used not only for the food of men but 
for animals. They are planted in corn- 
fields and on broken ground that can not 
be tended with implements drawn by 
horses. Boiled pumpkins are excellent 
for fowls and hogs. Raw pumpkins are 
readily eaten by all fhe animals gener- 
ally kept on farms. ‘They are specially 
valuable for milch cows at the season 
of the year when grass becomes short 
and they have little disposition to eat 
hay. They help fill the gap between 
green and dry food. Squashes are in 
most respects preferable to pumpkins. 
Their meat is richer and they may be 
kept longer. There is little trouble in 
keeping some of the ‘hardshell’? va- 
rieties all winter. Long-keeping varie- 
ties of squashes are now articles of com- 
merce and shipped to Eastern markets 
in quite large quantities. Lately some 
have been exported, and it is thought 
that there will soon be a considerable 
foreign demand for them. Bakers in 
cities buy them in large lots for making 
pies. Squashes that are suitable for 


baking furnish the best substitute for’ 


sweet potatoes in places where the latter 
can not be raised.—Chicago Times. 


A Mean Husbana. 





Many of the singularities of the. Jew- 
ish question in Russia are due to the 
autonomy in some respects enjoyed. by 
the Jewish communities there. or ex- 
ample, they have their own marriage 
laws—the marriage laws of the Talmud, 
that is, and of the ancient Hebrews. In 
accordance with these laws divorce is a 
very easy matter. Husband and wife 
have but to agree to separate, attend be- 
fore the Rabbi, and the thing is done; 
the ceremony, consisting solely in the 
handing of the “bill of divorce’’ to the 
woman. Under these circumstances 
strange things sometimes occur. <A few 
months ago a young Jewish girl, an 
orphan, arrived in Odessa, intending, 
as many young Jewesses do, ‘to obtain a 
situation as - assistant-housekeeper in a 
Jewish family. While looking for a 
place, she was recommended to stay 
with a respectable middle-aged married 
woman, ‘whose young husband was awa 
for a few weeks. The middle-aged 
Jewess soon wound herself into the con- 
fidence of her guest, and ascertained 
that the young girl would have a dowry 
of some 500 rubles whenever she mar- 
ried. Thereupon she formed a bold de- 
sign.. She persuaded the girl to marry 
instead of going into service, promising 
to procure a suitable husband; an un- 
dertaking not uncommon among Jews. 
When her own husband returned from 
his journey she imparted to him her 
plan.
